ACOUSTICS.

Mr. A. W. Brown, M.I.Mech.E.,. M.I. 
Struct.E., M.Cons.E., past president of the 
Engineering and Scientific Association of 
Ireland, delivered a lantern lecture on 
‘ Acoustics ” at a meeting of the Association, 
held at the Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, 
Dublin, last night. 

The acoustical faults in our churches, 
cathedrals and Halls, he said, are mostly due 
to the materials we use for internal decora- 
tion. Where these have a small co-efficient 
absorption, such as stone, brick, plaster, or 
hardware, the result is excessive reverbera- 


stallation of absorption material. Such 
material may be obtained in part of artificial 
stone, coloured to suit the existing stone or 
brick work, or wood pulp boards, which pre- 
sent an attractive appearance when coloured 
to tone with any colour scheme, Curtains, 
carpets, rugs, cushions can all be used effec- 
tively and attractively, according to the size 
and shape of the building. Open ventilators 
and windows may also be made of great use. 
The ideal material would be a pleasing fire- 
proof one of uniform sound 
efficiency over a wide range of tones: durable, 
permanent, easily cleaned, and economically 
| installed.

ASSEMBLY IN 


CONTRIBUTION TO THE PROVISION OF EMPLOYMENT. 


N the article on the Development of 
Commerce, which appeared in yester- 
day’s Home Products pages of the 
Irish Times, there were references to 
the part which the motor has played in, 
the world of industry. In other articles 
on the subject of commerce to appear in 
subsequent issues there will, no doubt, 
be further references to transport’s part 
in the opening up of new routes and new 
markets. All those articles necessitated 
research and interviews. But no research 
is necessary, no interviewing required, 
to elaborate upon the theme of the motor 
vehicle and its importance in almost 
every phase of commerce. ‘‘ Transport 
and ‘communications,’’ ‘‘ Motors and 
wireless,’ represent almost synonymous 
terms. 

Wireless telegraphy enables goods to 
be sold by description at great distances, 
even before they have come into exist- 
ence. It expedites the ordering of goods. 
It saves time in that respect, and further 
time is saved, because the motor is avail- 
able for the making of deliveries. Not 
only do the motor car, the motor lorry 
and the motor omnibus play a part in 
this speeding-up of commerce ; there are 
also motor ships, motor boats, aero- 
planes and motor trains—all developed 
from the automobile engine and the lead 
it set in the use of oil fuel. 


IN IRELAND. 


First of all, however, as this is a 
Home Products week, let me write of 
the motor’s part in Irish life and in- 
dustry, before turning to the more 
general aspect of its part in interna- 
tional or long-distance commercial de- 
velopment. It is not a Home Product 
and never will be completely one. As 
Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, remarked, there are lines 
which the Government wished to see 
developed in this country, but in regard 
to which they found that the capital re- 
quired was too great for the income 
promised. 

We have not the steel, and, even if 
the ore were indigenous under conditions 
making it easy to work, the home 
demand would not justify the expendi- 
ture upon blast furnaces, smelting and 
other plant. If everyone in the Irish 
Free State would be satisfied with the 
same make, type and size of car, a 
motor manufacturing organisation might 
Ba established and the steel imported yp 
a finished condition. But variety is the 
spice of life, and motoring would be, 
indeed, very dull if every car were the 
same. People who handicap motor races 
would be among the few to welcome such 
a state of affairs. Motor manufacturing, 
except under most artificial conditions, 
could never be a home industry. 


ASSEMBLY AND FINISHING. 


The assembling of motor engines and 
the finishing of bodies are different 
propositions. Tariffs and certain con- 
cessions have made them commercially 
sound enterprises where some makes of 
éar are concerned, and a number of cars 
and commercial motors have been 
assembled in Dublin. Even more bodies 
have been painted, upholstered and 
finished, and one go-ahead trader has 
built some car bodies. Commercial 
body-building is, of course, no new 
thing. Years before the body tariff came 
into operation there were several] firms 
in Ireland turning 0: t very satisfactory 
‘bus and lorry bodies. 

I am unable to say if it is stil] the 
case, but eight or nine years ago there 
was a Belfast coach-b .ilding firm which, 
without the aid of any tariffs or other 
concessions, made most pleasing car 
bodies. Such bodies were not in demand, 
I may say, by the ordinary motorist

to whom initial cost is an important 
consideration, but people who could 
afford most expensive cars sometimes 
were patriotic enough to order a home- 
produced body, and their luxury cars 


were not disgraced by the bodies pro- 


vided by the firm I have in mind. 
GOOD BODYWORK. 


Motor assembling and body finishing 
may be included among the infant in- 
dustries that have recently been fostered 
in this State. Many months ago I 
wrote of some of the bodywork done in 
Dublin. It compared so favourably with 
the factory product that I could not tell 
the difference between a body from the 
works and one that had been finished in 
Dublin. Dublin-assembled engines and 
chassis should be quite as satisfactory. 
Mechanics were doing portions of that 
assembly work every day, and many of 
them were well-fitted for the more 
ambitious task of tackling a complete 
chassis and engine-assembling job. 

At Cork, of course, we have motor 
assembly work on a big scale, and as a 
result of the demand for the make of car 
with which they are concerned it is pos- 
sible for the Cork factory to have their 
vehicles, to a much greater extent than 
would be feasible with other marques, 
built in this country. 


What has the motor done for com- 


merce in this country? It has brought 
the people from the country districts 
into the towns and cities, where, no 
doubt, they have spent more money than 
if they had stayed at home or been con- 
fined to the more restricted market of 
the hamlet or village.. The private car 
and the omnibus have both played a 
part in this development. They have 
also encouraged the practice of travelling 
and of sight-seeing, and helped in that 
way to keep money in circulation, 


DELIVERY OF GOODS. 


The lorry has made the delivery of 
goods more expeditious. It has relieved 
the farmer of the responsibility of con- 
veying his crops and his live stock to 
the railway station ;-for the lorry picks 
them up “' at his own door,” and leaves 
them at the door of the consignee. It 
facilitates the forgetful housewife who 
suddenly remembers that there is 
nothing in the house for dinner, and 
who hastily telephones the grocer: or 
butcher in the knowledge that his motor 
delivery van will be instrumental in 
saving her from the wrath of a hungry 
husband. 

The motor has made it easy to buy 
and easy to sell. It takes the pur- 
chaser to the shop, and the shop to the 
purchaser. It has played a greater 
part than any other invention in keep- 
ing money in circulation, 


THE DESERT CINQUERED. 


It is, however, in the opening up of 
long-distance routes that the motor has 
made its chief contribution to com- 
mercial development. It has captured 
even the most ancient of all com- 
mercial routes—the desert. Motor cars 
fitted with a caterpillar arrangement 
for the wheels have averaged 25 to 28 
miles per hour in the Sahara, where 
the only alternative means of transport 
(leaving out the aeroplane) was the 
camel, which averages 20 miles a day 
vu long journeys. 

Omnibuses have revolutionised pas- 
senger transport in big cities like Lon- 
‘lon and Paris. We have seen a minor 
revolution of the same type in Dublin. 
"Buses have opened up routes and parts 
of-the country that the railways did 
not—in some cases could not—reach. 
Moror ambulances have saved many 


lives where it was a matter of urgency 
to get the patient to hospital. 

Even in war the motor has brought 
about changes which have made the 
matter of killing more efficient, Aero- 
planes for fighting and reconnaissance, 
motor transport for bringing up troops 
and supplies, motor cycles for despatch- 
riders, travelling kitchens and tanks are 
examples of the part that the auto- 
mobile engine has played in warfare. 
That has nothing to do with commerce, 
but many discoveries and inventions in 
connection with motors made under the 
stress and necessity of war conditions 
have subsequently been turned to good 
purpose in connection with industry, 


MOTOR PLOUGHS. 


An important development in connec- 
tion with agriculture is the motor 
plough, and in that sphere notable 
parts have been played by Irishmen of 
initiative and resource. 

The manufacture of motor cars is one 
of the biggest industrial growths of the 
last thirty years. In 1929 (the peak 
year) the British motoring industry 
gave employment to 227,796 persons, 
whose average earnings were almost £4 
per week each. In addition, many 
thousands more were employed in 
associated industries, supplying for use 
in motor car construction such products 
as iron and steel, rubber, glass, paint, 
wood, cotton, electrical equipment, etc. 

In the United States in the same year 
427,459 persons were employed in the 
manufacture of motor vehicles, ]-aving 
out various side lines that could properly 
be called part of the motor industry. In 
a U.S.A. census of production in 1929 
the motor industry was placed first in 
point of the value of products. 

The employment given by the motor 
car does not end with the production of 
the car. Oil wells, repair shops, servicing 
stations and garages all need ‘the work 
of hundreds of thousands of hands, and 
another very big number is employed in 
the driving of cars, lorries and omni- 
buses, 


AGRICULTURAL IMPLE- 


MENTS AND MACHINERY. 


HIGH REPUTATION OF HOME 


-PRODUCTS, 


Although subject to keen competition, 
agricultural implements and machinery 
made in Ireland have long enjoyed a 
high reputation not only at home, but 
abroad, largely in Eastern Europe, South 
Amefica and Australia. 

The manufacture of ' spades, shovels 
and edge tools for the farm was carried 
on for years under difficulties, owing to 
the lower price of imported implements 
of this description; but, following the 
imposition of tariffs, the outlook im- 
proved, and engineering firms were 
encouraged to turn their attention to 
articles required by the farmer. 

At the recent Inter-county Ploughing 
Competition at Athenry, the county and 
the individual championships went to the 
home of the -agricultural implement 


industry in this country—County Wex-: 


ford. For the third time a Wexford 
team carried off the honour, and Michael 
Redmond, a noted Wexford ploughman, 
was the individual champion; while the 
ploughs used were made by Messrs. 
Philip Pierce and Co., Wexford, one of 
the oldest engineering firms in Ireland. 
The same firm is responsible for the 
construction of well-known types of 
mowers and reapers, lawn mowers, 
potato spraying machines, farm carts, 
turnip cutters and threshing machines.

ELECTRICITY IN THE 
HOME. 


PLEA FOR USE OF NATIVE 
FOODS. 


A feature of Home Products Week is pro- 
vided by the Electricity Supply Board. In 
the Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, 
lecturers and demonstrators are showing how 
Shannon current is best utilised in the cook- 
ing of entirely Irish food. The lecturers speak 
from the midst of a neat all-electric kitchen, 
constructed on the platform, and afterwards 
demonstrators show the kitchen in action. 

The opening lecture was yesterday given 
to a large audience by Mr. T. J. Gallagher, 
of the Free State Department of Agriculture. 

The chairman was Dr. ‘Thomas A. 
McLaughlin, technical director of the 
Electricity Supply Board, who, in introducing 
the lecturer, expressed appreciation of the 
Department's co-operation in. this contribu- 
tion on food and fuel to Home Products 
Week. 

Mr, Gallagher spoke of the varied table- 
uses that can be made of Irish-produced 
wheat, oats, cheese, butter, eggs, poultry 
and potatoes. Of oats, he said that Ireland 
produced about 900,000 tons a year.  Uat- 
meal porridge had in nearly the correct pro- 
portions the constituents of the perfect food. 
“ While Ireland grows the finest potatoes 
in the world,” he continued, “' our methods 
of cooking and serving them could be 
criticised for lack of variety.’ He said 
that the dental deterioration noticeable in 
Irish people within the past fifty years was 
coincident with the introduction of imported 
food. He appealed for increased use of the 
many native foods. 

“Even in the móst 
sé ama Fo he concluded, 
endure bad cooking. Electricity, derived 
from the Shannon, is available everywhere 
for clean, speedy. cooking in Irish homes.” |

SOLDIER AWARDED £50. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


Daniel Howe, a private in the National 
Army, sued Michael J. O’Brien, proprietor of 
the St. Augustine "Bus Co., to recover £300 
damages for personal injuries sustained by 
him by reason of the alleged negligence of the 
eompany's driver in the driving of a "bus on 
Arran quay on the 19th February, 1933. 

The defendant denied negligenge. and 
alleged that the plaintiff had been guilty of 
contributory negligence. 

The evidence was that the plaintiff, im 
uniform, was standing on the edge of the 
footpath near the Queen's bridge, and that 
the “bus, which stopped to ws Ag up a pas- 
senger, hit the plaintiff while his back was 
turned to it, and knocked him down, so that 
his left shoulder bone was fractured. 

Captain Nolan, medical officer at St. 
Bricin’s Hospital, and Dr. O’Connor, of the 
Richmond Hospital, described the condition 
of the plaintiff, who has since quite recovered 
from the effects of his injuries. 

The judge said that it was remarkable that 
of late four cases of this kind were before 
him—persons injured as they stood on the 
footpaths. In this case, the “bus came too 
close to the path. He found for the plain- 
tiff, and gave a decree for £50 and three 
guineas witnesses’ expeúses.

A DEFECTIVE STAIRWAY. 


Elizabeth Murtagh, 6 Montague street, 
Dublin, sued Mrs. B. Elkinson, St. Brendan’s, 
Grosvenor road, Dublin, for damages, alleging 
that the defendant so negligently kept a 
stairway in the house occupied by the plain- 
tiff that the plaintiff fell when descending it 
and was thrown so violently that she sus- 
tained serious injuries.

APPEAL. 


PRISONER ON THE 
PROSECUTION, 


—--o- — 
“AN ATMOSPHERE 
OF SUSPICION.” 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, 
MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN 
AND MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


HE hearing was resumed yesterday of 
| the appeal oí Henry W, Coleman 
against a sentence of three years’ penal 
servitude mmposed on him by Mr. Justice 
Meredith at the Central Criminal Court. A 
jurv had found him guilty on charges of 
maliciously setting fire to his premises in 
Charlotte street, Dublin, and of attempting 
to obtain £20,000 from the New Ireland As- 
surance Company, with whom the premises, 
siock and machinery had been insured, 

The appellant conducted his case in per- 
son; and Mr. Joseph A. McCarthy, K.C., 
and Mr. Kevin Haugh (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) appeared in. support of 
the conviction, and of a cross-notice served 
‘by the prosecution asking that the sentence 
be increased on account of the gravity of 
the offence. 

‘Throughout Wednesday and Thursday last 
Coleman had engaged in an analysis of the 
evidence se Eh against him at the trial, 
and contended that he was innocent and that 
no evidence on which any jury could reason- 
ably convict him had been submitted by the 
prosecution. He also alleged that the Judge’s 
charge to the jury had been inadequate. 

While Coleman was commenting on the 
drial, 


“ MONSTROUSLY UNFAIR.” 


Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the appel- 
lant was suggesting that he had not been 
given a fair trial by a Dublin jury, and 
added, '' That is a monstrously unfair charge, 
and the Court cannot tolerate it for a 
moment. The trial was spread over fourteen 
auavs. 

Coleman said that the prosecution occupied 
nine days,- as against two days for the 
defence. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that a large part 
of the nine days was occupied by cross-ex- 
amination in the interest of the defence. 

Coleman went on to say that he was con- 
victed before he was tred. Almost from 
the date of his arrest the prosecution started 
to represent him as a desperate criminal—a 
man who would stop at nothing; who had 
a passport in his own name, and, 
ossibly, others in other names, who 
had travelled extensively on them, and who 
had engaged in serious schemes of fraud 
with bank books and investments in fictitious 
names. ‘The effect of that publicity could 
not be undone by him -t the trial. He 


could not dissipate the atmosphere of sus- 


picion and lying suggestion created by the 
prosecution, with the result that he now 
stood convicted of arson and attempted 
fraud. It was extremely difficult for him in 
iia circumstances to restrain his feelings, 
but he defied the prosecution to substantiate 
any of the allegations against him. He 
defied them to prove that he had com- 
mitted the smallest offence; that he had 
«ser taken a dishonest penny or ever de- 


frauded anyone. Prior to the present charges | 


there had never been a breath of suspicion 
against him or any suggestion that he had 
ever done anything unfair in his life or in 
connection with his business. No one had 
any right to go into a witness-bax and say, 
as Detective-Inspector Lynch haa said of 
him, that “‘this man is capable of any 
crime in the calendar.” 

Mr, Justice Sullivan reminded the appel- 
lant that the Court of Criminal Appeal was 
merely a court of law. 

Coleman said that Mr. Justice Meredith 
had suggested that he had been guilty of 
“a little he” and did not think much about 
it 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the ground 
for that observation was that Coleman had 
fraudulently concealed from the Bankruptcy 
Court his possession of a considerable 
amount of property. 


INVOICES PRODUCED. 


Coleman produced a list of some thirt 
articles which appeared i. his 1932 stock 
sneets as being in. Charlotte street, and for 
the destruction of which be made a claim on 
the insurance company. Yet, he said, the 


Prosecution produced invoices for them at 


is trial to support their allezatioa that they 
were at Merrion square after the fire. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the jury had 
convicted him of using the invoices in sup- 
port of his claim on the insurance company. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—And the only pre- 
mises he was known to have :4 the time 
were those in Charlotte street ; 

Coleman replied that-there was no evi- 
cence that the invoices were submitted with 
his kuowledze and consent. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that the pro- 
secution relied on the fact that, on some of 
the voices, there were pencilled notes in 
his handwriting. : 

Coleman said that the case was an unusual 

one, and the jury, who were undoubtedly in a 
hurry, had not time to examine the docu- 
ments submitted to them. 
. Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the jury had 
heard the case with exemplary patience. If 
they thought they had heard enough on cer- 
tain aspects of the case they were entitled to 
lutimate that. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that, so far as the 
appellant had gone, he had not given any 
assistance to him im determ.ning this appeal. 
A review of the evidence was not a help to 
that Court, and, if the appellant were repre- 
sented by counsel we; aor appearing in 
pá the Court would have stopped him 
ong since. 

Coleman said that he had not yet touched 
on his main arguments. 

Mr, Justice Sullivan suggested that he 
should strive to summarise them, and to con- 
centrate on those which would assist the 
Court in deciding the appeal. 

The further heer.rng was adjourned until 


to-day.

ALLEGED LIBEL ON 
DUBLIN WOMAN. 


ENGLISH NEWSPAPER 
SUED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


Arguments were concluded on a preliminary 
motion connected with an thitemded action by 
Mrs. Hannah Sheehy-Skeffington, 7 Belgrave 
road, Rathmines, Dublin, against the New 
Catholic Press, Ltd,, Ludgate House, Fleet 
street, London, for damages for alleged libel 
In one of their publications, she Jrish 
Catholic Herald. On 9th February Mr, 
Justice O'Byrne granted the intended plaintifi 
leave to issue and serve a summons out of 
the jurisdiction on the defendants, and the 
present motion was one by the defendants 
to have that order set aside. ‘The defendants 
submitted that plaintiff's original affidavit in 
the matter was defective, inasmuch as it did 
not contain any averment of the publication 
bY the defendants, or by authorised agents 
of the defendants, of the allegel libel within 
the jurisdiction of the Court, and also that 
it did not give sufficient particulars to enable 
the Court to decide the questions of. balare: 
of convenience and compurative costs as 
between a trial of the action in England vr 
in the Sacrstat. 7 

Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., and Mr. Alex. 
Lynn (instructed by Messrs. Kennedy and 
McGonagl+) appeared for the plaintiff in the 
action ; and Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., and Mr. 
F. Monks (instructed by Messrs. D. and 1. 
Fitzgerald) for the defendants. : 

The plaintiff complained that the Trish 
Catholic Herald of 20th January last con- 
tained a gross libel on her in an article 
headed ' A Query.’’ In her affidavit she 


‘said: '“I deny that I ever accepted a pension 


from the British Government in compensation 
for the death of my late husband, Francis 
Sheehy-Skeffington, as alleged, or at all. 1 
have never permitted the British Govern- 
ment, or any person or- body of persons act- 
ing on their behalf or in their name, to pro- 
vide for the education of my family.” 
Continuing his argument of Friday last, 
Mr. Lynn said that the defendants, as 


ublishers of the Z7rish Catholic Herald, must 

ge been aware that copies oí the issue con- 
taining the libel would find their way to the 
Saorstat. If the order of Mr. Justice O'Byrne 
were to be set aside on the ground that the 
affidavit contained no averment of the 
publication of the libel here, the defendants 
might also ask for particulars to show that 
the article was a libel and that a jury would. 
so find it. There was just as much reason 
to attack the order on one ground as on 
another. . Further, the defendants had already 
made a non-conditional appearance in respect 
of the motion for the order, and they could 
not serve a notice a week later objecting to 
a jurisdiction which- they had already 
accepted 

Mr. Monks, Yor the defendants, contended 
that their appearance was one without pre 
judice, and did not become effective unless and 
until the present application was refused. lí 
the article of which plaintiff complained were 
a libel, the defendants’ tort was the origina! 
publication in England, and there was nothing 
in the plaintifi’s affidavit to show that defen- 
dants were responsible for the publication and 
cireulation of the alleged libel in the Saorstat. 
In addition, on her own showing in her affi- 
davit, if plaintiff’s reputation had been injured 
at all, it was iniased in England because she 
averred that if the alleged libel were to go 
unchallenged she would fiud difficult in getting 
articles accepted there. 

Mr. Justice Hanna found. that the plaintiff's 
affidavit was defective because it did not show 
that the intended action was in respect of a 
tort committed within the jurisdiction of the 
Court by the defendants. An affidavit must 
set out facts sufficient to enable the Court to 
yudge whether a case was brought within the 
rules and facts, which if proved, would entitle 
a plaintiff to the relief claimed. In this case 
there was nothing to show that defendants 

ublished in Ireland a libel on the plaintiff. 
Publication in Ireland might have been by 
some person altogether different form the de- 
fendants. Regarding the contention that 
defendants had already made a _ conditional! 
appearance in the case, he held that it was an 
appearance without prejudice ard,in fact, the 
defendants could not question the jurisdiction 
of the Court without making an appearance in 
some form or other. The test was whether 
there had been any submission to the jurisdic- 
tion. A defendant who ae for the pur- 

of testing the jurisdiction of the Court 

id not appear in any other sense. He was of 
opinion that the motion should be allowed, and 
the order made by Mr. Justice O'Byrne set 
aside with costs. 

Mr. Wood immediately asked for permission 
to make a fresh application to allow service 
out of the jurisdiction. 

Mr. Mailí objected that defendants should 
have notice, but the objection was overruled. 

Mr. Wood then made an application based 
on an additional affidavit by Mrs. Sheehy 
Skeffington in which, among other matters, it 
was mentioned that copies of the newspaper 
containing the libel complained of had gone to 
Glasgow and South Africa. . : 

Having heard Mr. Wood in support of the 
application, 

{r. Justice Hanna made an order granting 
plaintiff leave to serve the summons out of 
the jurisdiction.

OBITUARY. 


STR THOMAS RYAN. 


The death took place suddenly at Dellu 
yesterday of Sir Thomas Ryan, C.I.F., 
Director-General of Posts and ‘Tele- 
graphs for India. He was a son of 
Mr. Edward HKyan, late of Ronayn’s Court, 
Rochestown, County Cork, and a brother of 
Sir Andrew Ryan, British Minister at Jedda; 
the Very Rev. Finbar Ryan, O.P., and of 
Miss Mary Kyan, Professor of Romance Lan- 
guages at University College, Cork. 

Sir Thomas Ryan, who was 55 years of 
age, was edycated at the R.I.E. College, and 
joined the Indian Civil Service as Assistant- 
Examiner of Public Works Accounts in 1898, 
and became Examiner in 1907. He left this 
department to become Assistant-Accountant- 
General of Railways. in 1910, and three years 
later was made secretary to the Board, Dur- 
ing the War he was secretary to the Indian 
Munitions Board, and later became a mem- 
ber of that body. After a short period as a 
member of the Store Purchase Committee 
and as secretary to the India Railway (‘om- 
mittee, Sir Thomas Kyan came to Europe in 
1921, where ne served as Director-General of 
the India Store Department in London for 
three years, before returning to the Kast to 
become chairman of the Posts and Tele- 
graphs Cummittee, with which he was also 
connected as tivancial adviser. From 1923 
until his appointment as Director-General of 
Vosts and ‘lelegruaphs he acted as Joint Sec- 
retary to the Government of India Industries 
und aid Department. 

For his services to the Indian Government 
he was created a Knight last year. Sir 
Thomas Ryan was:dne to retire at the end 
of this month, and had actually booked his 
passage to Europe for April 9. He married 
Edith Mary Stanley and had two daughters. 

The Times Correspondent in Delhi tele- 
graphs that Sir Thomas Ryan was one of Pe 
ablest and most versatile members of the 
public Services in India. In defending de- 
partmental votes or action in the Legislative 
Assembly he was terse and effective, and his 
genial manner was disarming.

FISHERMEN sAVED 
BY LIFEBOAT. 


FOUND OFF NORTHERN 
IRELAND COAST.

The Portpatrick (Wigtownshire) lifeboat 
searched all day yesterday for two local 
fishermen, Donald Alexander and Thomas 
Smith, who had been missing since the 
morning. Their boat was caught in a 
strong north-easterly gale in a rough sea. 
‘The men were found in mid-Channel at 
about 7 o'clock, and were brought back 
to harbour in an exhausted state. 

During the afternoon the Donaghadee 
(Co. Down) lifeboat and a seaplane from 
Belfast Lough were engaged in the search, 
and. trawlers were also assisting. 

The Hartlepool moter lifeboat put to 
sea twice vesterday to escort small craft 
to port. First the Whitby pilot boat Me 
with four men aboard, was safely 
shepherded in, and then the Whitby 
motor cobble Success. The two boats, it 
appears, were unable, owing to the wild 
conditions at sea, to make port. 

The gale, which sprang up on Sunday, 
was still raging fiercely on the east coast 
ot Scotland yesterday,

Robinson (instructed by Messrs, Mathe- 
son, Ormsby and Prentice), appeared for the 
plaintiff, read an affidavit by Thomas John 
Wilson, which set out that the mansion house 
of Mount Merrion, with about 25 acres of 
pleasure grounds and demesne attached, were 
demised to his wife, Helen Mabel Wilson, for 
99 years subject to a rent of £200 per annum. 
The lease contained a covenant that the lessors 
would not erect any house or building on a 
certain part of the land or more than ten 


having a frontage on that land, or cut down 
existing trees without the consent of the 
leasee, or, in the case of the trees, of Thomas 


for the purpose of preserving the amenities

ing the landlord's interest, for £18,000. John 
Kenny subsequently nominated the Irish 
Homes, Ltd,, to take over the lands, which 
were taken over by Irish Homes: in fee 
simple. Irish Homes, Ltd., had commenced 
work on an extensive scheme of house-build- 
ing, which involved the construction of a road 
running at right angles to, and cutting across, 
the lands, which were the subject of the 
action. This road runs through the belt of 
trees, and will necessitate the cutting down 
and removal of a number of them. Plaintiffs 
submitted that the felling of any of the trees 
would be a breach of the covenants in the 
lease. . i

TO-MORROW the heads of State of Austria and Hungery will 
confer with Signor Mussolini in Rome. The decisions of this 
meeting may well mark a turning point in the history of Europe. 


Mussolim s Danubian plan. according to an authoritative state- 
ment, envisages Austria taking her place with Switzerland and 
Belgium as one of those neutral States of great destiny, whose terri- 
tory forms ' islands of peace - between the nations. 


General Goemboes, the Hungarian Prime Minister, arrived in 
Rome last night, and was received at the station by Signor Mussolini 


himself. 


Dr. Dollfuss is expected to arrive this evening. 


The conversations will be governed by the three following prin- 


ciples, according to Signor Virginio Gay

d'ltaha, “usually regarded as the mouthpiece of Mussolini :— 
|—Austria’s and Hungary's full right to independence; 


2—The necessity of supplementing means of collaboration 
in defence of that independence;

ITALY’S AIMS EXPLAINED. 


An authoritative exposition of Italy’s 
aims in arranging the conference between 
Sicnor Mussolini, Chancellor Dollfuss, and 
General Goemboes, which opens in Rome 
to-morrow, was given to Keuter’s ae 
matic Correspondent in London yesterday. 

A Customs union betwecn Italv, Austria 
and Hungary was avsolutely ruled out, it 
was stated, and an equally emphatic 
assurance was given that the conference 
would have no anti-German complexion. 

Italy’s Danubian plan, it was added, 
jiad already been laid before the Powers. 
for the very good reason that it was not 
a slavish plan to establish Italian 
ascendancy anywhere, but one in which ai! 
the Powers were invited to co-operate. 
(;ermany, in fact, slould be included in 
the Danubian plan. 

To attempt to prevent the great German 
ration from taking her share in restorin: 
stability to the Danubian basis would ve 
ridiculous, and quite unrealistic. 

The same argument applied to France 
and the Little Entente. 


POWERS TO CO-OPERATE. 


No matter what agreements were reached 
in Rome, Reuter was informed, thes. 
would form but the nucleus of a larger 
plan, in which all the Powers would be 
asked to co-operate. 

Why  nvite the leaders of Austria and 
Hungary to Rome at this time? Because 
a start had to be made somewhere. Itai 
iclt that since the Stresa Conference she 
had a major contribution to make towards 
the solution of the problem. 

She insisted that Austria should remain 
independent ; and more, that she should 
take her plaee with Switzerland and 
Lelyium as one of those neutral States of 
sreat destiny, whose territory formed 
islands of peace between the nations. 

For these reasons it was plain that the 
last thing which Italy required was an 
Austro-Italian anschluss, 

An important feature of the Danubian 
plan was the thesis that the overseas trade 
ot the territories which once comprised 
the Austro-Hungarian Empire should 
revert to its old natural outlet, the ports 
ol Fiume and Trieste.

OUTLETS TO THE SEA. 

Reuter understands that one of the 
difficulties which the conference will have 
to face from the start is the Hungarian 
attitude towards the offer of outlets to the 
Ca. 

The road to Fiume lies through Yugo- 
slavia, while that to Trieste necessitates 
the transport of goods by’ rail at great 
“xpense across the . Hungarian plain. 
through Austria, and then south to- the 
Adriatic. : : 

Another issue which will hang over the 
conference is the old German project of 
constructing a canal between the Danube 
and the Elbe. If this long-pondered 
scheme were to be undertaken, the re- 
orientation of trade from the Danube basin 
to the North would have far-reaching 
political consequences.

ever, that this plan is near fruition.

“ The agreement which will result from 
the negotiations in Rome,” writes the 
editor of the Giornale d'lialia in the 
article already mentioned, ‘‘ will be derived 
directly from the Danubian plan already 
formulated by Italy, and from the spirit 
and letter of the Four-Power Pact. 

“ Hialy's Danubian plan, as is already 
known, provides for a system of bilateral 
co-ordinated agreements, which will 
directly regulate the position of the con- 
tracting countries with a view to the 
development. and stabilisation of their 
economic relations. 

“The present deyelopment of Italian 
policy in the Danubian problem seems to 
find a growing understanding in France, 
some suspicion in a section of the German 
Press, and lasting hostility, even if some- 
what diminished to-day, in the Little 
Entente. 

‘‘ German suspicion is unfounded. In 
the problem of the outlet to the sea, for 
example, Trieste has no intention of 
operating deliberately in competition with 
Hamburg.”’ 


YUGOSLAV VIEW. 


Strong opposition on the part of Yugo- 
slavia to the restoration of the Habs- 
burgs was expressed by the Foreign 
Minister, M. Jevtitch, in the Chamber, 
says Reuter’s Correspondent in Belgrade. 

‘It is our right and duty to speak on 
this question,”’ he declared, '' since we are 
one of the heirs of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire, which broke itself against us. We 
have no need for proofs. The history of 
the Habsburg Monarchy is well known, 
and final judgment has been pronounced 
against it. 

““ Blood will inevitably flow as soon as 
there is any serious question of restoring 
the Habsburgs in Hungary or in Austria. 

‘The Yugoslav people, who did 
not recoil from the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy when it was alive, will certainly 
not fear its ghost.”’

NAZI BROADCASTS 
RESUMED. 


The series of Austrian Nazi broadcasts 
from Munich have been resumed. Last 
night an Austrian Nazi leader spoke on a 
journey through Austria. He said that the 
Nazi movement was on the increase every- 


where. Regarding reports of mass enrol- | 


ments in the Fatherland Front, he sug- 
gested that Dr. Dollfuss would not even 
risk a secret referendum within that 
organisation for fear that it should show 
up the real regard in which he was held. 
Referring to Dr. Dollfuss’s Rome visit, 
the speaker remarked that here, too, the 
great battle between Italian and Franco- 
Czechoslovakian interests was being waged.

FRENCH REPLY ON 
ARMS. 


LONDON DEPLORES. SOME 
DEFEATIST FORECASTS. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Monday. 

While the French reply to Great Britain's 
disarmament proposals will probably be 
discussed. at to-morrow’s Council of 
Ministers, it is unlikely that any note on 
the subject will be despatched to London 
before the end of the week. 

The final text of the reply, it has 
hitherto been understood, will mot be 
drawn up until after a meeting of the 
Council of National Defence has been held. 
So far the position has only been examined 
by the Preparatory Committee of the 
Council, which met on Thursday last. 

Well-informed circles in London deprecate 
certain forecasts which have appeared on 
the likely contents of the French note on 
the ground that these are defeatist in 
character. 

Reuter is informed that the British plan 
still stands intact, and there is no reason 
to suppose that it will prove unacceptable. 
For this reason it is Tr ure 
that the British Government is allowing 
its plans for general disarmament to go by 
default, and is concentrating on securing 
an air convention based on the air pro- 
posals of the Macdonald Plan. — ci

PLAYING INTO HANDS OF 
SOCIALISTS. '

i MADRID, Monday. 


ISE grave tension which has existed in 
Madrid for some time seemed to 
deepen to-day. The city appears like an 
armed camp, with mounted police 
patrolling the streets. 

The wneasiness was increased by the 
fact that no evening papers appeared this 
evening, and no morning papers will 
appear to-morrow except the dingmabdilal 
and the Debatc. The latter, a Catholic 
daily, will be sold on the streets by 
Catholic Youth, but the Minister of the 
Interior has stated that he will prohibit 
its sale at the first sign of disturbances. 
The newspaper workers’ strike is now 
general, except for those two papers.  , 

To-night all was quiet in the capital, 
with strong police precautions everywhere 
in evidence. 

The fate of the Government itself is 
somewhat uncertain at the moment. By 
its latest actions it appears to be playing 
into the hands of the Socialists, and this 
would make its defeat in Parliament seem 
certain by the withdrawal of Catholic 


support. 
ROUND-UP OF ARMS. 


The Government is understood to be 
ready to decree martial law at the first 
sign of trouble. A large number of 
arrests has already been made, mainly 
persons found in possession of firearms. 
The builders’ strike committee has been 
arrested. 

During last night bills were posted by 
extremists on the walls of Madrid, incit- 
ing the workers to loot and burn shops. 

No damage of a serious nature has yi 
been reported, but a number of minor 
incidents has occurred. During the morn- 
ing a grocery store was attacked by fifteen 
armed strikers, who stole some food and 
then made off. 

A Catholic college was broken into, a 
party of twelve youths smashing some of 
its windows. They then poured petrol on 
the furniture. They attempted to loot the 
chapel, but, on the arrival of the Civil 
Guards, made their escape. 

Reports of several trams having been 
stoned and tram rails blocked come from 
the suburbs, while in the city itself a 
show was made of burning copies of the 
official newspaper. 


POLICE CHEER LOOTERS. 


The strike position continues to be 
serious, and Sefior Guerro del Rio, the 
Minister of Public Works, declared the 
negotiations to be in a critical state. He 
added that the Cabinet had studied the 
ee of an amnesty for breaches of 
the unemployment law. 

Reports from the provinces indicate that 
the epidemic of strikes is increasing. 

A serious incident occurred ‘at Puente 
Gentil, near Cordova, where the municipal 
police watched and cheered while strikers 
attacked bread vans.. The police later 
posted subversive bills on the walls of 
buildings in the town. The Governor of 
the province has suspended the police 
chief, and has sent Civil Guards to in- 
quire into the conduct of the police and to 
preserve order. 

Several people were wounded by the ex- 
plosion of a bomb in a house at Tarrasa. 
The occupant was a brother of a textile 
manager who was recently assassinated. 


CENSORSHIP. 


A censorship is in force, and from time 
to time the Government issues ‘‘ semi- 
official "” statements. These give a son‘e- 
what different complexion to the situation. 

The report from Barcelona last night of 
a general strike being called throughout 
Spain by the National Workers’ _Con- 
federation (an extremist Labour organisa- 
tion) was denied by the Government 
to-day in one such announcement, which 
went on to state that not only is no fresh 
conflict in prospect, but those existing 
are on the way to normal solution. 

Late to-night it was semi-officially stated 
that the settlement of the presept labour 
troubles appeared imminent, both masters 
and men showing a disposition to arrive 
at a friendly settlement.

‘ HE bill to ban Blue Shirts is pro-

Free State is to be controlled. 

The total acreage of tobacco is to be 
limited to 1,000 acres. 

Farmers who desire to grow the plant 
will be obliged to obtain official licence to 
do so. 

They must not grow less than half an 
acre, nor more than two acres. 

Moreover, nurserymen will be licensed, 
and they will be forbidden to sell tobacco 
plants except to licensed growers. : 

Rehandling stations will have to obtain 
licences, and all tobacco must pass through 
them to the manufacturers on a quota 
basis. 

The above are some of the points of the 
proposed new legislation concerning 
tobacco-growing, which will be embodied in 
a bill to be introduced in the Dail before 
Easter. : 


ABOUT 1/3 PER LB. 


The further information is available that 
under the Government’s proposed scheme 
the average price to the growers of different 
grades of dark pipe tobacco will probably 
be about 1s. 3d. per lb. This will not in- 
clude rehandling charges. 

The new bill, if it adheres to the lines | 
indicated here, will come as a surprise to 
those interested in tobacco-growing, par- 
ticularly with regard to the limitations 
imposed and the approximate price. 

It will be recalled that at the Fianna 
Fair Ard Fheis, in November last, Dr. 
Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, dealt with 
the Government’s tobacco scheme, of which 
some of the points are now indicated. With 
régard to price Dr. Ryan exclaimed: “ If 
tobacco-growers cannot grow tobacco at 3s. 
a lb., let us stop tobacco-growing.’’ The 
price now indicated is not quite half of 
this 

The new legislation is designed to give 
the Department of Agriculture complete 
control over the whole tobacco production 
in the Free State. It is explained that

HELSINGFORS, Monday. 

A ‘state of security’’ has been de- 
clared throughout Estonia, according to 
telegrams received here. The Ex-Service 
Men’s Association has been suppressed 
and searches have been made at the homes 
of its leaders. A number of arrests have 
been effected, it is added, and a censor- 
ship established. 

News reaching Berlin of the dramatic 
developments in Estonia shows that the 
dissolution of the Ex-Service Men’s Asso- 
ciation was everywhere speedily carried 
out. In some cases troops assisted, and 
in Reval they posted machine guns before 
the League headquarters. The troops were 
armed with hand-grenades. 

One hundred League leaders are re- 
ported to have been arrested. 

It is believed that this sudden blow was 
struck by the Government to nip in the 
bud a Fascist revolt, alleged to have been 
planned by the League to-day. 

A report of fierce fighting has, so far, 
received no confirmation. | 

A message from Reval states that the 
state of emergency has been declared for 
six months.

ART TREASURES 
OF GERMANY. 


DEVELOPMENT OF 
THE MUSEUMS. 


ahm 


Erich Marcus of the development of 

Germany's art collections of to-day 
from the primitive a of German

Germany, next to Italy, writes Dr. Marcus, 

ossesses the greatest number of museums in 
ween No matter where the traveller may 

o he finds a museum of some kind, even 
in the smallest town, Nor are these museums 
merely an affair of a small section of the 
people—artists, connoisseurs, etc. ; they are 
of the whole people. 

But the popularising of the museums did 
not. come until the nineteenth century, Up 
into the third of that century all the 
great German art collections were in the 
possession of the various ME Houses, and 
were open to the public only in limited 
degree. 

Before the middle of the century, how- 
ever, the decisive change came, with the 
state as such or the municipalities assuming 
the upkeep and care of the collections, most 
of which had already been transferred from 
palaces or academies to specially erected 
museum buildings. 

Nearly three centuries lie between this 
popularising of museums and the beginnings 
of the first collections. The few “' art rooms, 
or “art cabirets,’’ of that earlier day were 
merely collections of odds and ends of in- 
terest to their princely owner. The then 
most famous was that which Elector August I. 
of Saxony established in seven rooms of the 
Dresden Palace in 1560. 


A FRIEND OF ART, 


The development of these primitive collec- 
tions depended entirely on the personality of 
the ruling kings and princes. Bince Bavaria 
was fortunate enough to have in the Elector 
Maximilian I. an eminent friend of art, the 
Munich collection possessed as early as 1627 
no less than fourteen original works by 
Albrecht Direr, among the '' The Apostles,” 
which is still one of the treasures of the Old 
Pinakothek, Maximilian’s successor added 
almost a thousand pictures to the collection, 
and Munich not only preserved its possessions 
through the troubled 18th and 19th centuries, 
but also added to them through accessions 
from very important picture galleries, among 
them those of Dusseldorf and Mannheim. 

These two cities had been since the end of 
the 17th century the residence of small, but 
very wealthy, princes from a collateral line 
of the Bavarian’ Royal House, and every 
prince in those days regarded a picture 

liery in his palace as absolutely essential. 
Subjects of their lands were sold or traded to 
foreign potentates for objects of art. ‘This 
trade, for instance, was the origin of the once- 
renowned gallery in the pleasure palace of 
Salzdahlum, near Brunswick, and the grim 
“soldier king’’ of Prussia, father of Frede- 
rick the Great, traded two te ar “ead of 
dragoons to the King of Poland for the 
largest and most beautiful Chinese vases of 
the Berlin art chamber. 

Germany's wealth of museums, spread over 
the whole land, is due to the ambition of 
the multifarious former Courts and, later, to 
the pride of the great cities. 

Many collections madg by princes have been 
saved for the State. In Kassel, now a 
Prussian provincial capital, one is astonished 
to find one of the greatest Rembrandt collec- 
tions in existence, including the famous 
** Jacob’s Blessing.’’ Brunswick has an un- 
usually rich collection of old Netherland 
masters, and even the quiet city of Schwerin, 
former residence of the grand dukes of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin, also has valuable art 
treasures, And in the comparatively few places 
where no important art collection exists, one 
finds, as the legacy of the former Court, 
theatres established by art-loving princes. 
Noteworthy among these ate the theatres in 

uringia, once the state which possessed the 
most Courts—in Weimar, Meiningen, Coburg, 
Gotha, Gera and Greiz.

Count Bruh!, the 
famous art adviser to the Court, and the man 
to whom Dresden owes the renowned Briihl 
terrace on the Elbe, bought, in 1745 and 1746, 
for 100,000 sequins (about 225,000 dollars) the 
100 finest pictures of the ducal gallery in 
Modena, thus bringing to Dresden such a 
collection of the works of Italian masters as 
existei nowhere else north of the Alps. Amon: 
these were Titian’s “The Tribute Money’ 
and Andra del Sarto’s ‘‘ Abraham’s Sacrifice,”* 
Correggio’s altar tablets and Pablo Veronese’g 
four great pictures from the Cuccina house. 


MUNICH. 


What King August Il. meant for Dresden, 
King Ludwig I. of Bavaria meant for Munich, 
Moved by a passion for and understanding 
of art, this monarch sent his emissaries all 
over the world seeking additions to his 
gallery. He himself made the plans for 
Munich’s first museum building, the Glyptos 
thek, built on classic Jines. 

The art treasures of Bavaria’s beau iifal 
capital on the Isar are not confined to the 
Glyptothek and the two Pinakotheks, the 
old one with its works of great German 
masters (Durer), of Netherland painters 
(from Memling to Rubens and Rembrandt) 
and of Italian masters, the new Pinakothek 
with masterpieces of the nineteenth century; 
there is further the New State Gallery (from 
Leibl to Kokoschka), the Schack Gallery, the 
Residence Museum (with the world’s largest 
collection of gobelins), the Maximilianum, 
the Bavarian National Museum (ancient 
Bava.i-. art, especially applied art), and, 
as most recent addition to the list, the Muni- 
cipal Gallery, which had its beginnings in 
the gift to the city of the Lenbach’ Gallery. 


BERLIN, 


Berlin has been overshadowed as museum 
city by Dresden and Munich, but the German 
capital is not only renowned, as perhaps no 
other city, as the seat of music and theatrical 
art, but it is also the centre of an art collec- 
tion of systematic comprehensiveness. 

What makes Berlin unique as a museum 
city 18 the comprehensive view of all epochs 
of all peoples’ creative art which it offers. 
Everything is represented here, and the 
greater part of these treasures are in the 
museums on the so-called ‘‘ Museum Island ” 
in the Spree. 

The Berlin museums are a striking example 
of how one can make a virtue of necessity. 
The Prussian kings were economical monarchs 
When, at the beginning of the last centurv, 
Wilhelm von Humboldt began to organise 
the city’s art collections, he received an 
appropriation of only 6,000 thalers a year for 
new purchases. Faced by a choice between 
a few dear originals or the most compre- 
hensive representation of different epochs, he 
chose the latter. Nevertheless, he and his 
suecessors, above all the late Wilhelm ¢on 
Bode, were able to secure also works by great 
masters. Thus Durer and Cranach came into 
the collection in the '90’s of the last century, 
as also Hugo van der Goes’s famous altar 
and such priceless archeological treasures as 
the Pergamon Altar and the Market Gate of 
Miletus—these secured by the excavations of 
German archeologists in Asia Minor. 

The majority of the German art collections 
would not have come into existence if it 
had not been for the princes, but several 
large cities have in the last century created 
beautiful and important museums with the 
aid of art-loving private citizens. Among 
those are Frankfort-on-Main, Cologne, Ham- 
burg, Bremen and Essen. The Germanic 
National Museum in Nuremberg is also the 
product of civic initiative and wealth. 

Many other public-spirited Germans’ names 
are found in Germany's art history. Johann 
Friedrich Stádel, a Frankfort Éin, in 
1817 presented to his native city his entire 
collection of Fata engravings, drawings 
and books, and also his entire wealth, amount- 
ing to one million gulden, with which the art 
institute bearing his name was founded’ and 
received the nucleus of a collection which 
now embraces some 1,200 paintings and 65,000 
gt hic prints, The beautiful Wallraf- 

icharts Museum in Cologne was founded 
through gifts by the Canon Ferdinand Wailraf 
of his collection of masters of the Middle 
Ages and of money by the merchant, J... 
Richartz. Dominik Grassi, a Leipzig whole- 
sale merchant, made possible the erection in 
his native State of the Grassi Museum for 
applied art and ethnology. Ip like manner

Hambros Bank report from Stockholm 
contains the following report on the timber 
ond paper trade :—By the end of February 
about "450,000 standards of timber had been 
sold by Sweden. says Svensk T'ravarutid- 
ning.
